Pittsburg, Pa., .Inly 29- — Everybody i-- 
on the qui vivo tonight in striker circles 
and the coming conference of the leaders 
of the two contending factions is look- 
ed forward to "with mingled hope and 
fear. Hope, however, predominates, 
a. peace is confidently expected by tho 
majority of those interested. 

i'he executive committee of the 
Amalgamated Association will meet in 
ihu headquarters of the organization to- 
ni< rrow morning, or as soon as possible 
thereafter, and take up the propositions 
of the United iSteel Corporation for a 
settlement of the steel* workers' strike." 

This statement whs made today by 
Secretary Williams of the Amalgamated 
Association, Beyond this he declined to 
discuss the strike iu any form. There 
was no change in the position of the- two 
contestants today. Both sides bold firm- 
ly to the plan of watching each other. 
The officials of the American Sheet Steel 
C mpnny made no attempt to start the 
plant, and indications pointed to their 
remaining inactive until the strike nego- 
•iations are determined one way or the 
other. The first report of the day, 
that the American Tin 'Plate Company 
• ;is maKiug an effort to start the Demler 
plant with non-union men, and that one 
sr-t of rolls was being operated, was af- 
terwards explained as being a rumor 
that started from the fact that the com- 
pany had some men nt -work repairing 
the plant with the expectation that the 
srike would bo settled today. 

THE LO N GSH RBMEtN, 

Ogdensburg, N. V., duly 2!)- — Sixty-five 
non-union men arrived today from along 
the line of the Rutland railway, to take 
tlie places of the striking longshoremen 
on the warehouse and docks of the Rut- 
land Transit Company, and more are 
expected tomorrow.

Mr. Monro visited Point 
Roberts last night and telephoned thii 
morning: "The sea is literally nlivi 
with salmon. Fish are selling at 3 cents 
out of the traps.

A. cannery at Blaine tele- 
phones: "We wouldn't give a cent a pin 
for fish this morning. Our trap wings 
n-.e full of fish and we have not been 
chic to touch them. We have .more Jish 
r'.inn we can handle. Fish are selling 
at -1 cents from the trill'.' We have 
packed thus far 40,000 eases, (till net 
fishermen are get ling 300 to 500 to the 
boat."

Legislation 



Capt. Tatlow Formulating Pro- 
posal to Replace the Dis- 
allowed Acts. 



Says It Would Keep Out Both 
the Japanese and Chin- 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, B. C, .July 29.— Ctipt, R. 
G. Tatlow, M. 1', I'.. who introduced 
the British Columbia Immigration act 
in the local legislature, says that if it is 
true as stated, that this act is to be 
disallowed by the Dominion government, 
that he believes it will be replaced by 
other legislation just as effective In 
keeping out not only Japanese, but 
Chinamen. The proposition referred to, 
which is now being elaborated, will 
come under the head of civil rights, and 
when legalized cannot be touched by 
the Federal authorities. At least Capt. 
Tatlow is at present under that impres- 
sion, and states that he believes '"that 
there is not a member of the House that 
would dare to vote against the mea- 
sure he would introduce as a substitute 
for the Natal Act bill." 

Capt. Tatlow says that in its present 
shape, he cnuliot explain the ptoposed 
legislation or legislative measure jn" full. 
In effect however it is as follows; AH 
hills granting privileges in which con- 
struction work is necessary will carry 
the provision that the legislation will 
not come into effect until gazetted by 
order-ln-conncil. Before the bills are 
gazetted, it is suggested that tho party 
in whose favor the bill has been passed 
will be required t-o enter into a civil 
contract with the authorities that he 
shall engage no Mongolian labor. When 
this arrangement 1ms been entered into, 
the bill will be gazetted but not before. 

Cant. Tatlow being asked how this 
would effect bills already passed, re- 
plied that the bills might all be recon- 
sidered, and a clause added to tho effect 
that since the vetoeing of the British 
Columbia Immigration act by tlio'Fet- 
eral authorities, certain amendments 
were necessitated in the bill, and all 
hills passed and in operation would be 
required to bo gazetted by an ordor-in- 
couneil before the privilege mentioned 
therein could bo obtained. Then con- 
tracts could be made the same as in 
tho anticipated legislation referred to.

When tlie commissioners 
appointed by the federal government ad- 
journed the drawing for the day, 1,000 
of the choice of the 13,000 lGO-ttcre 
claims in the Kiowa-Comanche country 
bad been won- The first mime drawn 
from the wheels was that of Stephen a 
Holcomh, of Pauls Valley, I. T., for a 
homestead in the El Reno district, and 
:h« second, Leonard Lamb, of August, 

0. T. These two men selected two 
choice claims in this district. The cap- 
ital prize winners, however, proved to 

1. e James R. Wood, of Weatherford, O. 
T., whose name was the Jirst to come 
from the Lawton district wheel, and 
Miss Mattie II. Reals, of Wichita, Kas., 
who drew the second number in that 
district. They will have tho privilege 
of making the first filing in the Lawton 
district, an'd will undoubtedly choose the 
two quarter-sections adjoining that town. 
These are considered the most valuable 
in the territory, and are estimated to be 
wi rth from $20,000 to $40,000 each. 

Tho day was one. of keen excitement, 
replete with exciting scenes. It is esti- 
mated that fully 25,000 persons witness- 

d the drawing. 

The Immense throng was wrought up 
to the highest pitch. The drawing of 
t'.ii first name was followed by a mighty 
ihotlt. Each succeeding winning for a 
hue was met with shouts of applause 
ind merriment. A.ll was pleasantry. 
Every man, though he did not draw a 
prize from the wheel, had steadfast faith 
that tomorrow or the next day will sure- 
ly see him the possessor of a slip read- 
ing him a title clear to 160 acres of 
Oklahoma's land. The crowds fairly ex- 
hausted themselves and when tlie close 
of the drawing for the day was an- 
nounced at it o'clock, hundreds who had 
■either eaten nor drank during the day, 
auk to the ground where they stood 
from sheer fatigue or dragged them- 
selves to better places for rest or refresh- 
ment booths. 

The day was remarkably free from 
quarrels and general satisfaction with 
tiie government means of disposing of 
the land was felt. It has been found 
that many hundreds have repeated, and 
that others have applications so illegi- 
ble that they will be thrown out. Over 
this much disorder has resulted, and tho 
outcome may be an appeal to the courts.

Royal St Lawrence Club Again 
Successfully Defends Sea- 
wanhaka Cup. 



Montreal, July 29.— For the fifth time- 
tlie Royal St. Lawrence Yacht club has 
successfully defended the Seawanhaka 
cup, the defender Senneville today de- 
feating the English challenger Grey- 
friar by 4 minutes, 50 seconds. Today's 
race was started as a beat to wind- 
ward of two miles and- a run home, 
three times, but tho wind shifted in the 
fust run home so that it became a broad 
reach to the home buoy -while the out- 
ward mark was a close hauled roach. 
A moderate breeze was blowing and 
Greyfriar once more led, but was soon 
overhauled by the Senneville, and never 
recovered her lost position. The Eng- 
lish boat nftain displayed inferiority in 
windward work, and superiority ^on 
reaches, actually beating the Canadian 
boat in this respect by eight seconds. 



CONSTITUTION DEFEATED. ^ 

Newport, It. L, July 29.— The Colum- 
bia today defeated the Constitution in a 
splendid race, by two minutes and 54 
seconds, and won the $1,000 cup pre- 
sented by Col. John Jacob Astor. Her 
victory was decisive, and convincing. 
The behaviour of Constitution on the 
other hand, was disappointing in the ex- 
treme, and this evening fMr. Duncan an- 
nounced that his boat would not take 
part in further races until her rig had 
been altered. Ho declared that the Con- 
stitution is not doing half justice, and 
she is not going well, and that there is 
no use in racing her further until she 
is put in proper shape. The Constitu- 
tion will not participate in the Newport 
yacht racing events of Thursday and 
Saturday of this week, ns a competitgr" 
of 4ho Independence.

A ROUGH TRIP. 

City of Puebln Encounters a Heavy Uala 
Eli Ifoute from San Francisco. 

Steamer City of iPuebln, which arrived 
from San Francisco on iSuudny moriV.ng, 
had 'M hours of very stormy weather 
during her passage north. On Thursday 
night about 10 o'clock heavy northwest 
winds set in, which soon increased to a 
gale, and heavy seas began to wash up 
over the vessel. One sea shipped by 
ihe steamer carried away sixty feet of 
le'r starboard rail and steps leading to 
the bridge, but other than this no dam- 
age was sustained. It was not until 
midnight on Friday that the big storm 
abated. When the steamer arrived her 
smokestack showed the brine almost to 
the top. 

When the steamer was coming up the 
Straits she encountered heavy fog, and 
Capt. Jepson has a complaint to make 
that the Race Rocks fog burn was not 
I lowing. The I'uebla wa.s tooting contin- 
ually, and was running under slow bell, 
and when off Race Hocks the master 
was anxiously waiting for the sounds of 
the tog horn, for when steaming slow- 
ly the currents there are liable to alter 
the steamer's position, and it is hard to 
make William Head. It was not until 
the I'uebla was inside the fog belt and 
within a mile of the lighthouse that the 
station blew four whistles. ' it was clear 
'tiis side of the light, but thick as mush," 
says Capt. Jepson, "on the other side." 
and he thinks that the fog whistle should 
have been blown often for the guidance

Tho Viaakfontein— or Vlaaklaagtc- 
Qght is one which will assuredly call 
forth criticism, for anything in the 
nature of a surprise in u country 
through which columns are continually 
passing, and which, moreover, is studded 
with block-houses anil observation 
posts, demands some sort of explana- 
tion. 

I do not intend to criticize tho fight or 
the events that led up to it, since 1 did 
nut witness tlie actual engagement, and 
such_acconnts of_ it as 1 can extract 
front those engaged only~strengthen my 
belief that this is an occasion whore 
praise may lie distributed with a lavish 
hand, and condemnation finds no resting 
Place. 

In describing a battle lie has not wit- 
nessed the correspondent usually writes 
with a fear which is six weeks removed; 
for with tlie newspaper in which his 
letter appears— as unalterable and as 
unoxpungeable as a cardinal sin or a 
promissory nod — there conies a sorrow 
ful subaltern of artillery who demand 
why he lias described the 100th Field 
Battery opening fire on the enemy' 
trenches when it was Y. 'A. Battery i 
the Horse. Also the officer commnni 
ing the convoy, who cannot for the lit' 
of him imagine why the correspondent 
forgot to mention that bis (barge was 
under tire for three hours; also squad- 
ron commanders who have been placed 
on paper as ou the left, when they were 
actually on the rigid. 

If you are not military, these slight 
errors will not trouble you very much, 
but if you are, they count even more 
than the net result of the day's lighting. 
Under these circumstances and at such 
times the correspondent's life is not 
exactly enviable for a day or two, and 
I well remember the despair of one cor- 
respondent and the wrath of another 
when the dispute arose at Modder as to 
what regiment was tlie first to cross the 
river on the day of tlie battle, and how 
the Daily Mail correspondent's report 
was exhibited with triumph by one fac- 
tion, and with imprecations and denials 
by the other. 

If I thought that there was any blame 
to be fastened, any neglect of duty 
which should he exposed, 1 would con- 
tent myself with the cablegrams which 
I have sent, and nllow you to deduct 
from those fragmentary premises such 
arguments as might occur to yon. 1 am 
dealing in another letter with the most 
awful aspect of tlie Vlnakfontcin fight, 
the murdering of helpless wounded men, 
and T will do no more here than piece 
together the fragments which have al- 
ready appeared in the columns of this 
journal. 

For some considerable time the coun- 
try in the vicinity and to tho westward 
of Johannesburg lias been more or less 
untroubled of Boers. Johannesburg has 
not been menaced by any number of the 
enemy, although the usual snipings and 
the almost weekly passing of a Boer 
commando have kept the watchers in 
the big ring of posts with which the city 
is girdled continually on the qui vivo. 

Further west, in the country round 
Wolmaranstiidt ami Hilrtiebeestefontein, 
and between Klerksdorp and tlie 
Beehuanaland border, the whole district 
swarms with Boors, anil here it is that 
Methuen goes wdien he feels inclined to 
have a light, which is, so swear the 
Bushmen, who worship hint — (did you 
know that?) — about seven days a week. 
Gen. Dixon's column is one of the many 
that zig-zag about the country establish- 
ing posts, building and garrisoning block- 
houses, burning and punishing, protect- 
ing and relieving, as occasion demands 
or justice dictates. 

Tho country through which Dixon was 
passing was that of deceptive character 
which has so often been responsible for 
minor disasters— a grassy, undulating 
country, where waving grasses veil 
yawning dongas, and the apparently flat 
plnin is scarred and seamed with sluits 
and waterways, where it whole com- 
mando might ride parallel to the column 
that is pursuing il and remain undetect- 
ed. 

There can be little doubt that the 
Boers made use of such a hiding-place 
to creep un to our force until almost 
within striking distance, and half a 
dozen matches applied to the finder-dry 
grass, tlie wind being in Ihe proner 
quarter, completed the screen. N*or can 
there be any question as to the pre- 
meditation ol' the assault: and I am 
willing to accept the general theory that 
the enemy had for days only been wait- 
ing for a favorable opportunity for the 
at lack to he delivered. 

Cen. Dixon's force consisted of three 
squadrons Imperial Yeomanry, four 
guns 2Mb and Sth ltoyal Field Artillery, 
•100 King's Own Scottish Borderers, -11)1) 
Derbyshire Regiment, one squadron 
Scottish Horse, one pom-pom and one 
five-inch howitzer. 

Tlie force had been out farm-burning 
in the morning, and was returning to 
camp at about 1:30 in the afternoon. 
To guard as far as possible from sur- 
prise, tlie force was split up into two 
wings, moving simultaneously in the 
same direction, but a considerable dis- 
tance apart. When the columns reached i 
a point, which was presumably as far 
from the camp as each wing was from! 
the other, the two parties converged' 
on to the point represented by the camp. [ 
so that tlie lines of direction may be

ways, the force moving down the upper 
mad consisting of two squadrons Im- 
perial I'eoninnry, two guns, 200 Derbys, 
and a few Scottish Horse. The pom- 
pom had also been with this party, bur 
was withdrawn before the light and was 
with the main body, which was moving 
up tlie lower road. 

As the column advanced leisurely 
along the top road, Ihe scouts skirling 
flic grass lire, some shadowy forms were 
seen to be moving about. Through tlie 
smoke they were indistinguishable, but 
they were challenged, and replied satis- 
factorily enough, "All right, we are 
Scottish Horse," and as they seemed to 
be dressed in khaki and wore the regu- 
lation cocks' feathers in their hats, very 
little notice was taken ' until a heavy 
gust of wind rent for a moment the veil 
of smoki — and there was the Boer 
army ! With a yell the whole Boer 
force dashed forward, galloping through 
the low, hanging smoke, the hoofs of a 
thousand horses trumping down the fire. 
Firing from their saddles, the Boers 
came on with a lush, and lis the little 
English 'force fell back in confusion, the 
gunner Officer, seeing that the fate of 
his gnus was settled, pistolled his horses. 
The confusion was only for a moment, 
ir, rallied by their officers, the raw 
Yeonien, who two months ago had 
never Cu ed a rifle, took, cover and held 
the Boers in play, while the good old 
Derbys, grown wise in warfare, prepared 
make an attempt lo retake tlie guns. 
In tlie men li time the jubilant Boers had 
reached the spot where tho guns stood, 
(be dying horses lying in the traces and 
the victims of the first volley lying 
around land demanded of an officer 
"•ho had not time to get away an Imme- 
diate lesson in gunnery. He refused to 
turn the guns on to his own comrades - 
that goes without saying— and was shot 
dead for his refusa'. A sergeant-major 
of the battery met with the same fate. | 
What happened then may he described 
in the words of my informant. "A 
couple of Boers armed with .Martinis 
walked round the forms of the dead 
and dying men, who were stretched in 
every conceivable attitude on the ground. 
Some they turned over to see if they 
were dead. If they weren't, one or the 
other of the two Boers shot them, just 
slipping a cartridge into the breech of 
the Martini and shooting (diem as you'd 
shoot an ox. 1 saw four iueTf"killed this 
way. The Boers went up to Lieut. 

, of the , and turned him 

over. Then, thinking that he was dead, 
they took off bis spurs. One officer was 
lying wounded, and a sergeant who was 
slightly wounded went across to him 
with some water; a third Boer shot 
them both dead deliberately. One 
youngster — I think he was a l'eomnn — 
pleaded for his life. I heard him say, 
■Ob. Christ— don't'! and then the bang 
of the rifle." That is what happened. 

Then came the other wing with their 
■howitzer, and the liners managed to 
work the newly-captured guns, and got 
in half-a-dozen shots. 



By this time the Derbys were ready. 
Bayonets rattled on to barrels, and with 
that jog-jog step that knows but one 
pace and stops only at one objective, 
they came on with a rush. They say 
that raw Yeomen and seasoned Tommies 
mingled together in the final rush, but, 
whoever else was there, the Derby 
Tommy was in it; and the Boers, wdio 
for Ihe moment had been the victors, 
indicting on us something which looked 
suspiciously like a disaster, turned and 
lied, leaving their bayoneted dead to be 
buried.

PRIVY COUNCIL ARGUMENTS. 

The constitutional questions which 
Arise under the British North America 
net nre many and important, and they 
fire likely to be more so as time passes, 
and it becomes of greater importance to 
define the respective jurisdictions of the 
federal and provincial legislatures. 
Therefore everything thITt can throw- 
light upon the principles adopted In the 
interpretation of the organic act ot the 
confederation is important to law-mak- 
ers, lawyers and judges. The decisions 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council give the conclusions to which 
the highest court of appeal in Canadian 
ccses has come, but they do not always 
show clearly the process of reasoning 
by which those conclusions have been 
reached. They cannot give the side- 
lights upon the debated questions, which 
a full report of the arguments would, 
r.nd this because arguments before that 
tribunal nre not set speeches, but are 
more in 1he nature of conversations be- 
tween the court and counsel. The ques- 
tions asked, the answers given, the ob- 
servations of the several justices, which 
cannot possibly be reproduced in the 
ordinary Law Reports, are full of points 
of very great value, and, if a full report 
of them were available for general use, 
would be productive of great benefit. 
We suggest, therefore, to the Minister 
of Justice that he might take into con- 
sideration the advisability of securing 
short-hand reports of the arguments of 
all questions involving the construction 
of the B. N. A. Act, and have them 
printed for distribution aiming the pub- 
lic law libraries and for sale to the legal 
profession generally. The cost would 
not be great and the benefit would be 
very marked. We feel some certainty 
that the Minister of Justice will be im- 
pressed with this suggestion. He him- 
self would find such reports of immense 
service in passing upon the enactments 
of the local legislatures, an arduous 
task towards the solution of which ho 
always brings to boar the most pains- 
taking industry.

THE ALASKA BOUNDARY. 

If the United States government 
would disregard the hysterical press and 
consent to the arbitration of /he dis- 
pute as to the boundary of Southeastern 
Alaska, the whole matter could be 
speedily settled. Unfortunately it is 
afraid to do so. An entirely false issue 
has boon raised by the newspapers re- 
ferred to. They have raved about never 
taking down the Stars and Stripes, when 
they have once been put up, of not giv- 
ing up the sovereignty of any land which 
they own, ami a lot of other absurd 
things of that character. All that sort 
of twaddle is the invention of the last 
ten years or less. Before that time 
Alaska was to the average newspaper 
men in the United States merely a geo- 
graphical expression. So densely ignor- 
ant were they on the subject, that when 
the Port Townstmd romancer sent 
abroad his yarn about British gunboats 
on the Yukon, "whose searchlights out- 
fdiono the Aurora Borealis," it was im- 
plicitly believed and staid journals had 
leading editorials on the subject, in 
which they regretted that the British 
government could not have seen its duty 
to he to leave the question to be settled 
l>y arbitration. That was the beginning 
of it, and since then thousands of col- 
umns have been devoted to the ques- 
tion, all keyed up to the same extrava- 
gant pitch. The result of it is that n 
majority of the people of the United 
Stntes believe that their country has 

an indefeasible right to- well, on 

this point they are not so certain, hut 
content themselves with a general claim 
to everything which Canada thinks her- 
self entitled to. The average news- 
paper writer in the United States lias 
not the lenst idea what the dispute is 
about. He could not tell what his coun- 
try claims, or what Canada claims. He 
does not even know how any dispute has 
arisen. He will write in his paper 
about Grant Britain claiming a lot of 
territory, which undoubtedly belonged

IN SOUTH AURIGA. 

The number of Boers, who have been 
captured or surrendered since the be- 
ginning of hostilities, totals at 33,000. 
This is at least three thousand more 
than our foreign critics were at one 
time willing to admit were in the field. 
Captures and surrenders continue. The 
quantity of utnniumition taken is enor 
motis, and shows in the most munis- 
takenble way that the lute republics had 
made every conceivable preparation for 
war. The number of horses ami cattle 
secured is very great, but no specially 
large quantities of other supplies, ex- 
cept sheep, have been captured, the rea- 
son being that the Boors do not require 
the same diversity of food as Euro- 
peans. The vastness of the Boer pre- 
parations! puts a face on the condition 
of things in South Africa two >vars ago, 
that would have appeared impossible 
to any one at that time. 

When the war broke out every one 
was astonished that Kruger should have 
sent such an ultimatum to the British 
government. It seemed an extraordin- 
ary thing that two small republics, or 
rather at that time only one, should 
venture to dictate terms to a great em- 
pire, many of whose cities con- 
tained more people than both them put 
together. But Kruger knew what neith- 
er the British government nor any one 
else suspected. He knew how fully 
prepared the Boers were for a cam- 
paign. He counted on a few preliminary 
successes, which would lead the Boers 
of Cape Colony to rise. If things had 
worked out according to his plans, it is 
doubtful if the whole power of the Em- 
pire could have recovered South Africa. 
Wo nre beginning slowly to find out 
how very nearly his plans came to suc- 
ceeding. 

The invasion of Natal was a master 
stroke of strategy, If it had been fully 
successful, and Durban had fallen into 
the hands of the Boors, the whole na- 
ture of tho struggle would have been 
changed. Kruger and his generals com- 
pletely misjudged the character of the 
British troops. The affair at Majuba 
had led them to think our military 
prowess a negligible quantity, both 
as respects courage and tactics. They 
thought that when once Natal was in- 
vaded, the way to the sea would be 
open. Fortunately the fight at Glencoe 
showed that every stop of tho distance 
would have to be won by a costly 
struggle. If over there was a general, 
who laid down his life at an opportune 
moment, it was Symonds, who showed 
tho Boers bow a British commander 
could die.. If ever there wns a charge, 
tho result of which was full of signifi- 
cance for the future, that up Talann 
Hill was such. The Iloers then learned 
a lesson, repeated a few days after 
at Kl.'indslaagte, that the enemy they 
despised could and would fight. They 
saw then that the force at Ladysmith 
could not be disregarded in the advance 
on Durban, and hence the invasion re- 
solved itself into an effort to capture 
White aiol his garrison. This delay 
saved thousands of lives ami millions of 
treasure. It enabled reinforcements to 
reach Natal and thus made the success 
of the original Hoer plan impossible. 
It also enabled reinforcements to be 
hurried to the Cape and thus aw,, the 
discontented Dutch, so that the rebel- 
lion assumed only limited proportions. 

After that it was only a question of 
time when complete victory would rest 
on our banners, but if at the outset, 
Joubert had found the way clear to 
Durban, it is certain that the Empire 
would have hail to fight for its life, and 
the war would have extended to the 
sea. It is quite possible that in such an 
event, some other nation would have in- 
terfered. 

It is out of such an imminent disaster 
that the Empire lias emerged, and not 
without an addition to the glory of her 
arms. Certainly her soldiers have shown 
that they are today equal to the best 
traditions of foe British army. Morn 
than this, it has been demonstrated 
that the Umpire is one ami indivisible, 
and that the sons of -Britain beyond 
the sea are worthy children of their 
great Mother.

This is not an advertisement 
only a little interesting matter in re- 
gard to tho "trade mark" of the North- 
ern Pacific.

Its proper name 
is the "Great Monad," nnd it is taken 
from the shape of a cave, which Ki dis- 
covered. The two parts of the disc are 
supposed to represent Force and Mate 
ter, each being of equal importance, 
and both being combined to make up 
the whole of what we call Nature. 



You suggest that tho provincial govern- 
ment have u bona tide Intention of assisting 
the construction of tile Coast-Kootenay 
road. The fact Is that while offering a 
small bonus they have surrounded their 
proposed grant with conditions so unuusl- 
ness-llko thuc the much vaunted railway 
policy has become the Laughing stock of 
the country. While It Is admitted un all 
sides that the undertaking cannot be com- 
pleted without assistance from Ottawa, yet 
the policy of the government has arrayed 
Tie province ugulnst the Dominion, and the 
Uunsmulr administration have said Hint 
the Dominion shall not be allowed to assist 
this enterprise unless they concede the 
pretensions of the local government as to 
control of rates, and other matters, which 
are not only unconstitutional but arro- 
gant and absurd. Before the Loan 1 till had 
passed the BOCoud reading, I had an Intor- 
rlew with the government, in which i 
pointed oat that no Dominion company 
could accede to their conditions without 
contravening the express statutory provis- 
ions, both of the Dominion Hallway Law 
and the British North America Act. At 
the same time I stated that I was willing 
to discuss the -matter, and that if It could 
bo shown that I was wrong, our company 
were prepared to withdraw their objec- 
tions, sign the contract that day, ami give 
security In any sum which the government 
might name to faithfully preform its stlmi 
latlons. livery member of the ndmlnlstra 
tfon was present at that Interview, vet 
not a single minister attempted to defend 
the government policy, either from 
business or constitutional standpoint: yet. 
Et the close of the interview, the Premier 
stated that the contract would he let only 
on the ■conditions contained In the Loan 
Hill, as then before the House, nnii 
company which were ready to begin imme- 
diate expenditure of millions of dollars in 
the construction of a much needed public 
undertaking, were snuffed out like a candle 
thnt had burned too long. Notwithstanding 
this rebuff, I afterwards presented a draft 
contract containing the terms upon which 
oar company were still ready to build tin 
railway. II I thought you had the courage 
of your convictions, i would ask you t< 
publish that document nail allow your read 
crs to compare the bona fides of the com 
pnuy which made the proposal with that 
of the government which refused to accept 
Its terms. I know, however, that you will 
ma do so. The administration of which 
you arc constituted the mouthpiece 
iifralil to face this Issue. However yon 
still assert that the proposed expedition I 
intended to facilitate the construction of 
the railway In question. Will you say that 
after Mr. Dcwdney's report Is made, the 
government do not Intend to bring down u 
proposal to abandon the direct route from 
the const to the Boundary, and bonus a ('. 
I Ml. Hue from Midway to Soonce's Hridgoi 
K. V. BODWKLL. 



We venture the suggestion that, when 
the tide flats are tilled, the earth shall

AN IMPORTANT MEMORIAL.

It declares that the. "blighting of the 
industry is mainly due to unwise legis- 
lation." and that, unless there is a change, 
"the industry will, with the exception of 
some rich deposits here and there, be 
surely crushed out eventually. 

The figures set out in the memorial 
to Show the financial burden under which 
mining labors call for more study than 
wc are able to give them this morning,

Sockeyes Running [Vluch Better 
on the Northern Rivers 
and Inlets. 



Steamer Princess Louise, which ar- 
rived from Nans and way ports on Sun- 
day, brings details of the lire at Metla- 
katln, which wiped out the greater por- 
tion of the northern village. The lire 
started in the Girl's Home, a spark 
from the chimney landing on the shin- 
gle roof and from this the fire started 
and soon fanned into (lame it swept to 
the bishop's residence, and the large 
church, which was practically a church 
inside a church, the large edifice hav- 
ing been partitioned off inside because 
of the fact that the congregation was 
not sufficient to till it, and then tfie 
tlaines swept on to the boys' school, lick- 
ing up the workshops, but leaving the 
building, This building and the resi- 
dence of Rev. Mr. Keen were the only 
buildings of the mission left undestroy- 
ed, the lire licking up everything, in- 
cluding the old clam cannery and wharf 
which have not been usee: for some 
length of time, and leaving nothing 
standing but the chimney. The Indian 
rancherie and the stores, hospital and 
residence of Indian Agent Todd, were 
not injured, although the sidewalk in 
front of them was destroyed. The In- 
dians were all away, and when the lire 
tarted at S a. m. on the morning of 
July 22, there were but two or three 
Indians, other than the children, in 
the village. There are not many white 
settlers there, and, the title being low, 
and the helpers few, nothing could be 
done to light the lire. The 'missionar- 
ies and girls in the home, saved nothing 
but the clothes in which they stood. 
The missionaries hare taken their resi- 
dence at Rev. Mr. Keen's house, ami 
most Qf the Indian girls have gone to 
lilferent places, the Louise taking three 
to Port Simpson, one to Lowe Inlet, 
two to Claxton, and bringing one, Miss 
Murray, aged four, to Victoria. The 
tiro was still smouldering when the 
steamer left. 

Pile salmon pack in the north is in- 
creasing, and much better news was re- 
ceived by the steamer. On Rivers In- 
let where prior to then the run had 
11 a failure, the salmon were run- 
ning well, and according to iMr. Wad- 
hams, the fishermen were taking an 
average of 150 to the boat, with their 
gill nets off the entrance to the Inlet. 
All the canneries were doing much 
better. The pack on Friday was: Wad- 
hams' cannery, 4,-100 cases; Good Hopo 
innery, d.200 cases; British Columbia 
(two canneries), -1.200 cases; Bruns- 
wick cannery, 3,800 cases; Vancouver 
Packing Co., 2,500 cases. 

On the Skeena too, they were getting 
better packs, running all the way from 
l.OUO to 0,000, The. fishermen were 
getting in some places 125 and 100 to 
the boat, lint on the average the catch 

per boat amounted to from -15 to l!0. 
Since tin iccording to telegraphic ad- 
vices received by local cannery men 
from Port Simpson, the run has im- 
proved. A despatch receive! a conple 
f days ago said "Good run sockcyc 
now." The two canneries at the head 
nf the river, the British American and 
Northern Pacific, bad a pack or ten 
thousand cases, and several others id' 
the canneries bad live and six thousand 
cases. At Namu, Lowe Inlet, and 
Princess Royal the lish wen' running 
better, but they are still holding off at 
Alert Bay. 

The Louise passed n very big run or 
fish nearer home. When she was pass- 
Trial island on Sunday afternoon, 
the water there was alive with salmon 
for miles, thousands and thousands of 
them being seen going up the Gulf, The 
steamer brought down two fhonsnnd 
•ases of salmon, 400 from the British 
American cannery, GOO from Peter Her- 
mans, 400 from Good Hope, and :fllO 
from Namu. One thousand oases were 
discharged at Vancouver. 

Among the passengers who nrrived 
by the Louise was R. TI. Swinerton 
and party who have been developing the 
sulphur 'mine located by them above 
Kitselns canyon on the Skeena. There 
is a large amount of sulphur there, and 
it is reported that the owners have se- 
cured the steamer Mocking Bird, which 
luring the .Alaskan rush carried the 
mail between Skagway ami Haines Mis- 
sion. to lighter the ^ilphnr down to 
Port Essington, from where it Will be 
brought to Victoria by the ('. P. X. 
steamers. 

A. O. O'Xeil, E. E. Holt, and R. B. 
Ireland were a party of quartz miners 
from the properties at Kitselns ennyon 
who returned by the Louise and debark- 
ed at Vancouver. There were also min- 
ers from Rive-'s Bite. Other passeng- 
ers were V,'.

Address the Federal Authorities 
In Regard to Mining 
Laws. 



Claimed That Mines Bear An 
Excessive Proportion of 
Taxation. 



The following memorial 1ms be-on ad- 
dressed by the British Columbia 'Mining 
association to Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-Generol-in-Council: 

This memorial of the British Colum- 
bia [Mining association, an organization 
duly incorporated and formed under till: 
laws of the province of British Colum- 
bia, and representing in its membership 
the metal mining industry of the pro- 
vince, respectfully, seta forth as follows: 

That the province of British Colum- 
bia prior to the recent development of 
its metal mining industry had acquired 
a. population of only UD.UOU whiles. 

During the past ten years the growth 
of this industry has afforded a rapid- 
ly increasing annual production which in 
the year l'JUU had reached a total of 
$11,348,481. . , _ . 

iLarge amounts of Canadian and Brit- 
ish capital have been invested in the 
new industry. 

This rapid growth has stimulated num- 
erous industries throughout the province 
and the Dominion; has brought the 
physical, geological and miiieralpgical 
features of the province to the notice of 
the world, and has been the chief 
factor in increasing its population to the 
present figure of about 110,000 whites. 

In the continent of North America, 
the- Cordilleras of the lTocUy Mountains 
after passing through Mexico and the 
United States, in their northward 
course enter the province of British 
■Columbia, and pass through its entire 
length, 700 miles, covering the entire 
-width, -100 miles. From these Cordille- 
ras within Mexico and the United States 
have been extracted the vast stores of 
metallic wealth that have enriched these 
countries and Europe. There is no geolo- 
gical reason why the Itocky Mountains 
should not be as prolific in mineral re- 
sources within the province of British 
Columbia as within the countries named; 
therefore, British Columbia, measuring 
700 miles in length and 400 miles in" 
-width, and having an area of 280,000 
square miles, or 170,200,000 acres, or 
about 1,630 acres for each white inhabi- 
tant of the province, or 34 acres for each 
inhabitant in the Dominion, so far as is 
known is one vast mineral field. That 
this vast mineral field, with the excep- 
tion of a narrow strip along the bound- 
ary lino of the United States, and a few 
isolated spots elsewhere, is entirely un- 
developed and even unexplored. 

The development of these resources 
began a few years ago so auspiciously 
has been brought to a practical stand- 
still, and whereas a few years ago the 
mountains were swarming with pros- 
pectors, today these pioneers of the min- 
ing industry have nearly disappeared. 
The How of capital in the province has 
been practically cut off; the metal pro- 
duction is at present decreasing; num- 
bers of producing mines have closed 
down, and those operating have, with a 
few exceptions, ceased to pay dividends. 
The working mines are struggling under 
heavy burdens, which are s-till accumu- 
lating each year. It is now frankly ad- 
mitted by mining men that the industry 
isprostrated in many mining divisions, 
and that its condition is rapidly becom- 
ing worse. 

This Association has been reluctant 
to make public these facts, hoping that 
their realization by the communities im- 
mediately interested would lead to the 
gradual removal of the evils that caused 
them, but it is nt last evident that there 
is no chance of this being realized, and 
consequently any further concealment 
would be useless and detrimental to the 
best interests of the country. It is be- 
lieved that the only hope for the indus- 
try and the communities interested lies 
in' wide and frank publicity and official 
investigation. No other course offers 
any hope of bringing about the prompt 
and radical reforms necessary to re-es- 
tablish the industry in the position it 
should occupy naturally. Now, therefore, 
the British Columbia 'Mining association 
calls attention to the fact that the 
blighting of the industry is not due 
entirely to natural causes but mainly 
to unwise legislation. The ore deposits 
of British Columbia promise to equal 
those found in the Itocky .Mountains 
elsewhere, but their development and 
utilization are seriously retarded by bad 
laws. 

■In making these statements, it is 
clearly recognized that the growth ot 
jnetal milling, just now checked, has suf- 
fered from the infantile diseases that 
affect the mining industry in other re- 
gions of the world, to-wit: The ordin- 
ary elements of chance in the behavior 
at ore deposits In bow fields; the diffi- 
culties of pioneer work in new regions; 
over-valuation of prospective mines; 
stock swindle;;; pad management, etc. 
Such evils, which always appear during 
the earlv growth of the mining industry, 
have boon no worse in British Columbia 
than in other mining regions of the 
world, and should gradually lessen and 
disappear as the industry becomes es- 
tablished and permanent. Pbcse evils, 
however, together with the tendency to 
ascribe to each individual failure some 
natural cause, have blinded the public to 
the great and overwhelming burdens 
resulting from legislative enactments. 
With the improvements of the other con- 
ditions unfavorable to the industry dur- 
ing the past few years, this particular 
burden has become more clearly recog- 
nized as the main cause of the present 
depressed condition, and it is believed 
that unless radical relief is given nt an 
early day the industry will with the ex- 
ception of some rich deposits here and 
there, be surelv crushed out eventually. 

The total weight of the legislative 
burdens bearing so heavily on the in- 
dustry can only be properly seen by 
viewing them in the aggregate, and 
considering not only those that, may be 
easily cured but also those which at 
the present time seem permanently es- 
tablished. It is recognized, for instance, 
that the mining industry must bear its 
fair share of the reas lble cost of gov- 
ernment, and that it is not within the 
power of the Dominion government to 
open the United States load market to 
■the product of our lead mines unless 
it become possible in future by some 
form of reciprocity, to be arranged for 
by the representatives of both countries. 
The need for radical relief to the in- 
dustry where it is possible, however, is 
apparent from the following snmmary

As a mutter of fact the unequal dis- 
tribution mentioned makes the real load 
much in excess of this 2-.T per cent. 

It is also evident that other four in- 
dustries shift a considerable portion of 
their tuxes on to mining through the 
supplies which they furnish to it. Thus 
the actual load is considerably in ex- 
cess of the above figures. 

The results of the above excessive 
taxation show themselves in mining 
communities in the form of costs of 
living, in business and in mining opera- 
tions, which, in view of their distance 
from supplies, are very excessive. J ?hTs 
is notorious and is the subject of gen- 
eral complaint. Such ■items us the fol- 
lowing list boar directly on the mines, 
and are thereby clearly recognized, 
while the others reach them in innum- 
erable ways through the gradual shift- 
ing Of taxation on to the ultimate pro- 
ducers. 

1. Customs duties, the effect of which 
is to increase running expenses ny an 
amount which, as nearly as can be esti- 
mated, is about VI per cent. 

2. The two per cent, tax imposed on 
the output of mines. The effect of this 
tax is to appropriate six per cent, of 
the net profits on ore of medium grade, 
increasing to 12 per cent, and upwards 
on ore of low grade. This prevents the 
extension of mining to low grade ores, 
and has led to the practical suspension 
of further investments of capital in that 
direction. Such low grade ores exist in 
largo quantities in this province, and 
experience in other regions has shown 
that they constitute the most powerful 
factor in establishing a mining industry 
upon a permanent basis. 

/li. lOxcessivo fees payable on the in- 
corporation or registration of mining 
companies. 

4. Excessive and vexatious fees for 
boiler inspection.

This unnecessary inter- 
ference with the most delicate and 
dangerous technical operation of mining 
was not asked for by anyone or jus- 
tified on any grounds, and was framed 
by parties not practically acquainted 
with mining. It endangers life and r«- 
stricts the hoisting capacity of minus 
and wtis passed .against the Officio! pro- 
test of this association. 

0. The steady increase of taxation 
and the continued urging of oppressive 
legislation so that mining capital 
kept in constant apprehension and un- 
certainty as to further burdens. 

7. The provincial "Master anil Ser- 
vant act," which practically prohibits 
the employment of labor ill any other 
province, notwithstanding the fncl thai 
labor for u new and unpopulated pro- 
vince must come from elsewhere. 

8. Tile Dominion "Alien act," pur 
hibiting the engagement of labor in the 
United States, notwithstanding the fact 
that Canada has only a small supply 
of skilled miners, and that the HM-n 
required for developing the mining in- 
dustry therefore must come mainly 
from the mining regions of the United 
States.

In individual capacity and as an as- 
sociation, we have repeatedly informed 
the provincial government of our dis- 
tress and petitioned for relief. These 
requests, together with those of a com- 
mission to investigate the industry have 
hitherto persistently and invariably 
been ignored. So far from having 11113- 
prospect of relief every session of the 
legislature sees new additions to the 
load, and still more severe legislations 
is being urged. 

Generally speaking, there is little hope 
for proper security -for investors in Brit- 
ish Columbia mines until this policy is 
changed and redical measures for relief 
adopted. 

We beg to record our appreciation of 
the fact that^yio special difficulties af- 
fecting the silver-load industry, recently 
laid beforo the Dominion government, 
were by it afforded a measure of relief, 
and trust that the present petition will 
receive no less favorable consideration. 

Your memorialists therefore humbly 
pray that, in view of the vast sums of 
Canadian and British capital now in- 
volved, the very existence of which is 
imperilled, n royal commission be ap- 
pointed to enquire into the conditions 
set forth herein with n view to recom- 
mending measures for relieving the min- 
ing industry of British Columbia from 
the manv grievances complained of.

SOLD WHISKEY TO INDIANS. 

Charge Made by West Coast Settlers 
Against a Sealer. 

According to news received by the 
steamer Queen City from Kynquot, a 
warm reception awaits one of the crow 
of the sealing schooner Uuibrinn when 
that vessel returns to the coast after 
her Behring Sea cruise to land her In- 
dian hunters. This sealer, whom Ivku- 
quot longs to welcome back is one, Ol- 
son, who nbotlt live or six weeks ago 
was fined S150 here for selling liquor to 
Indians ut Clayoquot. He was arrested 
at: Clayoquot by Provincial Constable 
Spain, and brought lo Victoria, where he 
was convicted anil fined. Afterwards 
he endeavored 1o ship on the steamer 
Queen City, but the officers of that 
steamer not caring to run risks of his 
carrying whiskey to the const, did not 
employ him. Then he shipped on the 
schooner Umbrinn. which went to Kyu- 
nnol for her hunters. Jle took up a 
large amount of liquor, which he sold 
to the Indians there, getting us much 
as .S7 per hoi tie fur some of his con- 
signment of lire water, nnd as can he 
imagined there was a hot time on the 
rancherie when he had made n number 
of sales. The white settlers soon found 
who was to blame for the disturbances 
among the Indians, but there was no 
police officer there, and beforo nnv action 
could be taken, the whiskey seller had 
again become a sealer and the schooner 
was carrying him off to the Behring 'Sea. 
but on his return some of those at 
Kynquot will give him a warm welcome.

Another Contestant for ihe Mine 
Having His Case Tried 
at Atlin. 



The Appeal Case Against Chris- 
topher to be Tried in 
September. 



Maj. S. L. Lovell has gone to Atlin to 
contest his case for the possession of 
tiie Yellow Jacket mine against Lord 
Ernest Hamilton, J. 1'erkinson and Ceo. 
Oiay, according to news received by the 
Islander. The Skagway Alaskan says: 
"The case is now being tried at Atlin 
before Chief Justice McColl, of the Su- 
premo Court of British Columbia. This 
case is interwoven with several other 
contentions that have so gnarled the 
possession of very rich quartz property 
lying along the bed of Fine creek that 
i' may require years of expensive litiga- 
tion to unravel. The plaintiffs, Major 
Lovell and McCauley, assert that the 
claim was staked for them by their at- 
torney in fact early in the season of 
1891). Clay and Parkinson liled a claim 
co\ering all the ground of this Yellow 
Jacket claim by another Yellow Jacket 
claim, which they claim to have record- 
ed on November 21, 1808. This, how- 
ever, did not appear on the recorder's 
books until May, 1800- Clay and I'erldn- 
s.in then bonded their mine to Lord Er- 
nest Hamilton, who brought suit against 
Lovell and '.McCauley for the possession 
of the claim- The case came up at Vic- 
toria in April. (.'lay and J'erkinson's 
receipt was dated in May ",)|J. Lord 
— amilton, while suing for possession, 
did not set forth Unit lie was the owner 
• >f the claim, and so he was non-suited 
and tho costs and accruing costs win 
taxed against him. 

'•Chief Justice McColl deferred all 
further action in the matter until be 
should convene court at Atlin, when 
easy recourse to the records and tes- 
timony could be had. Lovell and 'Mc- 
Cauley are now suing Lord Hamilton 
and Clay and Pcrkinson and tho caso 
is now on trial. 

"Nearly contemporaneous with the 
first slaking of the Yellow .Tucket No. 
1, or li, as the case may bo, JJr. Run- 
linlls and Capt Wise staked a Yellow 
Jacket claim above 00 the creek in 
very close proximity. SVhen Clay an 
Pcrkinson jumped the Lovell and Mc- 
Cauley Yellow Jacket, they overlapped 
the Runnnlls and Wise Yellow Jacket 
and so there is legal contention betweoi 
these latter parties. Boulder Creel- 
Christopher, at a later date, staked 1111 
ether icilow Jacket claim over Che Run- 
ealls and Wise Yellow Jacket, and bond- 
ed it to Eeatherstouehaii'gh for S40.CO0, 
The latter in turn bonded the claim to 
Lord Hamilton, representing the Nimrod 
Sjndicate, for £40,00O-iS2OO,000. 

"llunnalls and Wise sued Lord Ham 
.ilton for possession, at Atlin, 'but were 
beaten in court 011 a claim set up by 
Christopher that they had moved their 
slakes. The case has been appealed 
and will come up before the iSupremi 
count at Victoria in September. Lord 
liiimilton gave up all claim to the pro 
perty and the case now is against (Chris- 
topher. 

"Tho Yellow Jacket lode is believed 
fi. bear great values. The assays taken 
have ranged from CfSOO to !>1.(KI0, anil 
ihe ore bed is very large. The rich 
nugget specimens that are taken out 
of Fine creek, with quartz clinging b 
llirm arc believed to come from thi 
lode, as the , quartz on the lloat gold 
is similar to thai of Hie Yellow Jacket 
iode. The Yellow Jacket was the sta 
Atlin property of the Nimrod Syndical 
and its alleged possession so hardened 
the stocks of that company in London 
that a merry harvest is said to hav 
been reaped."'

COI.. DENT'S VISIT. 

Statement by Mr. J. R. Anderson, tin 
Deputy (Minister of Agriculture. 

Mr. Anderson has requested the Colo 
nist to publish the following statement 
of facts as far us the department of 
agriculture is concerned in connection 
with Col. Dent's visit to the province 
for the purpose of buying horses: 

The first intimation received by th 
department was a letter received 01 
the 3rd of July from Mr. Chub. W. 
Peterson, deputy commissioner of agri- 
culture of the North West Territories, 
announcing that Col. Dent would be at 
Kamloops on Monday, 22nd, and at 
Vernon" on Thursday, 25th, inst. TTTL 
lettor was made public through the press 
and all officers connected with the de- 
partment throughout the upper country 
had copies sent to them. 

On the 10th July the department was 
placed in receipt "of a telegram from 
-Mr. Peterson to the following effect: 
"Col. Dent bus changed his date to 
Kamloops, IStb, and Vernon, 22nd 
inst., regret unable to advise you ear- 
lier." 

This was also communicated to the 
press and the officers of the depart- 
ment, and in reply the following was 
received from (Mr. John F. Smith, sec- 
retary of the Kamloops Farmers' Insti- 
tute: 

'"I received your telegram ro Col. 
Dent's visit here. All arrangements 
were made to have the horses in for 
his inspection 011 Monday and Tuesday 
next. 'Should he arrive hero tomorrow 
the 18th, he will get no horses, as it is 
not possible to get word to those who 
had signified their intention to be in 
011 that date, in fact it would be im- 
possible to gather horses 011 such a short 
notice, and four days ahead of the time 
he appointed himself which has been 
advertised all over the country." 

The following reply from Mr. II. 
Percy Hodges, secretary of the Okanu- 
gan Partners' institute, was jfSceived: 

"lie Col. Dent's visit I received your 
telegram too late for last week's paper, 
hut. took stops'to have the in formal ion 
spread throughout the district, and his 
failure to keep his appointment caused 
a good deal of expense and annoyance 
to many people, some of whom had 
brought in horses from a considerable 
distance." 

It will be observed that Col. Dent 
mado 110 appointment except at tin 
points named, and the consequence was 
that the whole of the Caribou road and 
Ohilcotin countries, where a very large 
number of horses are bred, were en- 
tirely left out. and in point of fact one 
of the largest horse-breeders in the Ohil- 
cotin country said he could not possibly 
have his horses brought down to out- 
point on the Canadian Pacific railway 
in lime for Col. Dent's visit. 

It is quite evident that the means 
adopted by Col. Dent, to make the time 
of his visit known were not such as *o 
reach a large proportion of the horse 
breeders of the province, and who were 
consequently deprived of ofi opportunity 
of sharing in benefits which they natur- 
ally feel are their due.

The Tradng 

Of O'Brien 



James Seeley of Davison Secret 
Services Tells Story of 
the Crime. 



O'Brien Son of Australian Bush- 
ranger Planned Wholesale 
Trail Murders. 



.Tunics Seeley, of the secret service 
at Dawson, and formerly of this city, 
lias given the following strange history 
of O'Brien, the Dawson murderer who 
is to hnug on August 2;t, anil of his 
crime to the Seattle Post-Intelligencer, 
which in its Sunday issue says: 

"O'Brien's father was tin Australian 
bushman. The sou clearly inherited his 
father's instincts. Early in the '00s 
he was convicted for an attempted mur- 
der in England. Later, be cut a police- 
man in the United States so badly that 
the latter died from his wounds. In 
1807, he came to Alaska. There, be 
intended to no on a career similar to 
that of his father. iMilny things show 
this. At Juneau, he proposed a plan 
of murder and robbery on the trail to 
it man by the name of Williams. At 
Dawson, during the winter of 1807-08, 
he was thrown in jail for stealing from 
caches. Here his history — apart from 
that which came out in the trial — takes 
an interesting turn. In the same jail 
were Kid West, arrested for vagrancy 
and carrying concealed weapons; a man 
by the name of Graves, and a man by 
the name of Powell. Graves was in for 
vagrancy. Powell had stolen from a 
priest at the hospital. West's connec- 
tion with O'Brien and the proposition 
•which the latter made to him came out 
in the trial. They are well known. 
With the other men it is different, 

"It is clear that George O'Brien plan- 
ned with these men to go into a career 
of wholesale murder on the trail dur- 
ing the following winter. After they had 
been liberated, during the fall of 1S08, 
I saw Powell nnd Graves and a man 
named Sutton loading a boat to go down 
the Yukon. I talked to the men sep- 
arately and they told different stories 
concerning their destination. I knew 
something was on and 1 watched them. 
They went down the river to Circle City 
anil" there met O'Brien. Not seeing 
things clear for a snccessful career, 
O'Brien, Graves and Sutton came back 
a short time later. 

"At Dawson they were watched close- 
ly by the secret service. During the 
late fall, Sutton went to church. Coming 
from the service, he said to a man lie 
met: 'I am glad I went to chapel, for 
I have been with two men who are 
going to commit a murder.' This was 
reported to us and we watched O'Brien 
and Graves closer than ever. > short 
time later, these two men, together with 
a secret service man who bad obtained 
their confidence and whom they thought 
to be a crook, planned to crack the safe 
,it the Gold Hill hotel at the Forks. 
We watched them to intercept them, 
but the ileal never enmc off. 

"Then O'Brien and Graves disappear- 
ed as completely as though the earth 
had swallowed them up. Wo sent oul 
word for every policeman to watch for 
them. They 'slipped by up the river. 
The stream was not yet frozen nnlhl 
and they had a hard journey along the 
shore ice. 

"During his stay about Dawson. 
O'Brien nnd his companion bad talked 
of a plan of murder and robbery with 
different crooks. While the two were 
about Dawson they practised rifle shoot- 
ing with a view to perfecting their 
marksmanship. O'Brien next came to 
notice on the report of the fact that 
iltctfo, Claysfon and Olson had been 
murdered. Of the partial details of that 
case the public knows. 

"Prom evidence, a part of which nev- 
er came out at the trial, it is positively 
known that George O'Brien planned a 
career of wholesale murder, and that 
the slaying of these three men was in- 
tended to be the first of the crimes. The 
murderers never intended to lice until 
they discovered that they had murdered 
the government telegraph lineman, 
whose disappearance would bo discov- 
ered within 2-1 hours. Then they lost 
no time in making themselves scarce. 
They never knew whom they were kill- 
ing," for a short time previous to this 
murder, thev lot a party pass with over 
$100,000 iu gold dust. 

"After George O'Brien was on trial 
and we had evidence to prove every- 
thing against him, one thing was need- 
ed—the man to testify as to George 
O'Brien's having planned something of 
the kind. Kid West, lo whom the mur- 
derer had announced this intention, and 
to whom he had written to assist him 
to escape when arrested after the mar- 
dor on a charge of thieving was this 
man. His testimony had a great deal 
to do with hanging O'Brien. He did 
a great, service to mankind in giving 
this testimony as freely as he did. 1 
believe that he should get some recogni- 
tion for this, and I think he ought to 
be pardoned." « 

Among the facts which Mr. Seely did 
not discuss is the fact that members of 
the secret service, including himself, 
after the murder traced out the ante- 
cedents of George O'Brien from the 
time of his early boyhood until ho com- 
mittted the three murders, Christmas 
day. 1S98. To do this, the secret ser- 
vice sent men all over the North Ameri- 
•nn continent, and even to England, 
l'lie gathering of evidence in this case 
has cost the Canadian government near- 
ly $200,000.

A. ti. McCaudless. .(. Hepburn of this 
city, also brought out a well filled 

Xews of the recent placer finds was re- 
ceived by the Islander. At White 
Horse, anil, in fact, from Skagway to 
Dawson, the excitement continued 'bo- 
cause of the finds in the Big Salmon 
district, and many were still going in. 
About a dozen creeks carrying good pay 
have tioon found, and in it small boh; 
not more than two or three feet square, 
about a thousand dollars in gold whs 
taken on one of the southern tributaries 
of the Dig Salmon. This was on dis- 
covery claim on Livingstone creek. 

'J no first discovery "was made on Liv- 
ingstone creek two years ago, hut owing 
to the paystreak giving out itlie minen 
la came discouraged nnd many left to 
seek other Holds that, were more prom- 
ising'. A few remained and made a 
tin, rough examination of the place and 
found that tho paystreak did not give 
out as was supposed, bill (lipped under 
the mountain, nnd when picked up .again 
was rich as ever. 

When the discovery -was announced 
the old-timers began to go buck, with 
the result that the whole country -was 
given a thorough overhauling, with the 
results known. 

'The O'Brien syndicate of Dawson, 
one of the big companies operating in 
!hat country, have started to tunnel the 
mountain on I) above, where liie pay 
streak dropped, and expect to reap a 
harvest from their investment. 

Some claims in the Lake Greek dis- 
trict, have sold for $1,000 each. On Xo. 
1 above, owned by Bcveridge, $200 was 
taken out by sluicing a half day. One 
dollar pans were obtained on tho claim. 
The creek is eight to twelve feet deep. 

The Dig Salmon has reached the dig- 
nity of having protests :is to right to 
claims IMcd in the gold court at Dawson.

The latest news from the Stewart riv 
er country is more encouraging than 
was received earlier in the Benson.

Johnson had arrived from dis- 
covery on Clear creek. He reported 
that pay on discovery on '2,. and 5 
above, till of which are being exten- 
sively worked is increasing and the 
average is now 25 cents per pan. Claim 
•!!.> above is also reported to be yield- 
ing rich returns for labor. About 40 
men are employed on the claims men 
tioned. He was nearly bare-footed when 
ho arrived at Cold Run, having been 
lost for nearly two days, during which 
time he wandered about in the woods. 

Development work on Clear creek in 
the Stewart river district is reported 
by recent arival.s to be showing the 
creek to be all that has been clniined 
for it . On the left fork 2o to 3D pro- 
perties are being worked and nearly 
every claim is paying much better than 
wages. ;So Tar as it has been opened 
up the paystreak is about (10 feet wide 
and comprises from two to (four feet 
of gravel that averages about 10 cents 
to the pan. 

There nre from ~~> to 100 miners at 
work on the left fork. Sluicing i-s in ac 
live progress and more men could bo 
given work than are now available 
there. Most of the miners in that vi- 
cinity liavo property ^tf their own and 
prefer to develop it rather than to 
work for wages. It is expected that the 
loft fork will yield fully $250,000 this 
summer. 

A new discovery of plncer diggings 
was made recently on .Montreal crock, 
a tributary of Indian river, on the left 
limit, 10 miles from the month nnd op- 
posite Nine-Mile creek. The stampede 
left Dawson on the steamer Yukoner, 
to the mouth of Indian river, nnd from 
there made the trip up the river bunk. 
For the Jnrgest part of the way there 
are no trails, and travel is difficult. 

Of the Henderson creek find, no news 
was received beyond the fact that the 
Stampede continues, the later arrivals 
getting out to prospect, for the whole 
creek has been staked.
